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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Species 1 in the reply filed on 9/15/05 is 
acknowledged. All pending claims (claims 18-21) read on Species 1, so no claims are 
withdrawn from consideration. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 8, 
line 2, "pressure chamber 100" should be "pressure chamber 110". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 18-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 18, lines 9-12, Applicant recites "a control inlet for allowing control fluid 
to pass to a pressure chamber" and "a control outlet for allowing the control fluid to 
leave said pressure chamber totally or partially". However, there appears to only be a 
single port 108 that acts as both inlet and outlet for pressure chamber 110, and this port 
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is separately recited in the claims as one of the two openings in the hollow portion 104 
of the operating stem. Further, in claim 18, lines 35-36, Applicant recites that "an area 
corresponding to said control inlet is smaller than an area corresponding to said control 
outlet"; however, the Examiner is unable to discern any disclosure in the specification of 
an inlet and an outlet having differing areas. Also, in claims 18, lines 32-33, Applicant 
recites "one of the ends of said end portion being provided with a portion of said main 
plug"; however, the end portion 103 appears to be a completely separate element 
spaced apart from the main plug 100. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The references cited disclose valves with features similar to 
those of the disclosed valve.
